The saloonkeeper, Pabel Phlacepka, de- 
clares—and the police are inclined to believe 
him—that the young men had raided his 
saloon, spilling his stock of liquors and slash- 
ing a pool table, and he shot to drive them 
away. 


Saloonkeeper’s Story of Shooting. 

Phlacepka was entertaining a number of 
friends in the rear room when the young 
fellows—the oldest was not over 21—entered. 
They stood around one end of the bar, the 
| saloonkeeper said, and had several drinks. 
Whey they started out, he says, one of the 
crowd drew a knife and slashed the green 
cloth of the pool table. Not content with 
that damage, the saloonkeeper declares, 
the young men then espied a barrel of whisky 
near the door, and before he could interfere 
one of them had pulled out the spigotand the 
liquor was running over the sawdust floor. 

That enraged the saloon-man. Fearing, he 
says, that they would attempt next to rob 
the till he ran behind the bar and seized his 
revolver. When he turned the men were 
gathered in front of his place. Then Phia- 
cepka fired in the air, ae Aye, The three 
fell; the others fled,

Shot by a Mock Robber.

The surgeons say that he may die. 

Joseph Connors, 19 years old, is being held 
by the police pending the outcome of Kelly's 
injuries. Connors was the mock robber. The 
police say that the shdoting undoubtedly was 
accidental. 

Kelly, the wounded one, is 17 years old. He 
and Connors have been fast friends for 
years. 

During the rain-storm Connors, Kelly, and 
several other boys took shelter In a partly 
burned building at Ninetieth street and 
Green Bay avenue. Conversation turned to 
the holdup of the Baltimore and Ohio train 
in the Indiana sand dunes. 

“TI wonder how it feels to be held up,” 
mused Kelly. 

Acting Is Fatally Lifelike. 
Connors produced a rusty revolver from 
his pocket. 

Maybe I can show you,” he said as he 
leveled the weapon at Kelly. ‘“ Now throw 
up your hands and come back with me to 
uncouple the express car,“ he commanded. . 
Kelly promptly elevatéd his hands and at 
the same time sald, I surrender.” Then, as 
if to show what a real engineer might do in 
event of a bona fide robbery, he turned and 
ran. 

The boy had gone only a few steps when 
the revolver held by Connors was discharged. 
Kelly cried with pain, stumbled, and fell. 
The bullet had plowed through his neck. 
The boys at once notified the police, and 
Kelly was taken to the hospital. Connors 
gave himself up. 

Connors lives at 9610 Avenue M, and Kelly 
lives at 8947 Mackinaw avenue.

On Jan. 19 of this year forty inspectors 
were appointed in Havana to cover stag- 
nant pools in and around the city with crude 
petroleum and to inspect the houses. The 
object of the petroleum was to kil oe 
quitoes and larva. 

On Feb. 6 the board reported to the yel- 
low fever branch of the Pan-American Con- 
gress, declaring the specific cause for the dis- 
ease was unknown; that it was transmissible 
by mosquitoes, and that it could not be 
transmitted ing infected clothing or 
bedding.

Governor’s Adjutant Appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Uniform 
Rank of Foresters. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 18.—[ Special. ]—Ad- 
jutant General Reece has been appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the Uniform Rank of 
Foresters. The appointment was made by 
the Executive Council of the Modern Wood- 
men of America, at a meeting held at Rock 
Isiand, and General Reece today received 
notification of the honor conferred upon him.

STRIKE OIL IN LONG TUNNEL. 


Fields Found in Rocky Mountains, Ac- 
cording to David Evans, Who 
Brings Sample. 


New oil fields have been discovered in the 

heart of the Rocky Mountains, according to 

David Evans, who has just brought oil sam- 

ples to Chicago to have them analyzed. The 

deposits were found by men in the employ of 

C. S. Higbee while they were driving a tun- 

nel for the Union Pacific railway at a point 

fourteen miles east of Evanston, Wyo. and 
five miles north from Aspen. 

„The tunnel,“ said Mr. Evans, is about 
one and a half miles long, 350 feet below the 
apex of the mountain. The workmen, dig- 
ging from the west end of the tunnel, struck 
the oil at a distance of 1,400 feet from the 
entrance. But they did not reach the vein 
that would, if opened, cause a flow. The bot- 
tom of the tunnel is above the deposit. At 
the point of discovery the oil was oozing up- 
ward through the clay and rock formations 
in sufficient quantities to soak the clay and 
make it mushy.” 

The sample that was analyzed was re- 
rted on as follows: ; 
„This oll is not suitable for the manu- 

facture of an Al cylinder stock, due to the 

fact that it has an asphaltum base, but can 
be made to yield kerosene and the next 


heavier products.”

CHICAGO FEDERATION OF LABOR 
_ CONDEMNS STEEL WORKERS. 


After Long and Excited Debate Resolu- 
tion Is Adopted Declaring the T-we 
Former Amalgamated Association 

‘Ledges Unfit for Support ef Union 
Men — Contracts with Eb 
Held Objectionable—Miss Lanphcre 
Speaks for Organization of Clerks. 


In a scene of wild excitement and after 
a long and bitter debate the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor yesterday afternoon, in its 
regular meeting at 187 Washington street, 
adopted resolutions denouncing the steel 
workers of South Chicago as ‘“men unfit for 
the recognition or support of union men. 
This action takes from the men who refused 
to strike their last vestige of standing among 
existing labor unions. 

The resolutions were introduced by Pres- 
ident J. H. Bowman of the federation early 
in the afternoon, and immediately excite- 
ment arose. Delegate George Neary of the 
Machinists’ union jumped to his feet. 

Let us hesitate,“ he cried. ‘‘ Those men 
were driven to that action, and we should 
pity, not condemn them. They are merely 
tools in the hands of the leaders, and what 
a set of leaders they have! Think of it 
Garland advised them by past decrees to 
take such a step, and who is Garland now 
but a tool of the trust? Shaffer, who is he 
but a tool of political parties, who orders a 
strike that some boss, like Hanna, can step 
in and settle it for political purposes? J. J. 
Mitchell of the coal men did the trick, and I 
believe that Shaffer is doing it now. Let us 
hesitate before we take a step that we may 
regret.”’ 

Regret? shouted W. F. Melican of the 
same union. “ We will have nothing to re- 
gret. Those men are ingrates. They are 
facing a great issue that involves the pros- 
perity not only of themselves but also of the 
laboring man throughout the world.” 

Stop.“ shouted Otto Novak, delegate of 
the Metal Workers’ unlon, what do we 
know of all that is back of this? 


Al Labor Contracts Condemned. 


Then. followed speeches by James H. 
Payne, Delegates Novak and Grossland, in 
which all contracts between all labor bodies 
and their employers were declared merely 
devices to divide labor's strength and ruin its 
cause. This roused Neary again, and he 
asserted that all in charge of the great strike 
are tools of the trusts and working for 
grafts to be obtained when all has been 
settled. 

Whenever those opposed to the resolutions 
spoke the hall was filled with noise, and no 
attempt was made to stop it. After two 
hours had been spent thus, President Bow- 
man put the question, and with a yell it was 
carried. The resolution, after reciting the 
refusal to strike, says: 

Resolved, That the Chicago Federation of 
Labor joins with the representative of the 
Amalgamated association in denouncing 
those men as unfit for the recognition or 
support of union men, believing that these 
contracts were entered into for the purpose 
of preventing organizations from being 
called upon to assist their affiiliated organ- 


izations,”* 
Speech by Emma Lanphere. 

Miss Emma Lanphere, who is going to 
organize the retail clerks. addressed the 
meeting. She said there were 50,000 clerks 
in Chicago, and all they demand is Friday 
and Wednesday evenings off and a little 
higher wage. She asked that all delegates 
and their wives refuse to be waited upon by 


any but union clerks.

WAS THE COMPOSER OF THE 


HK OPERA “ MASCOT.” 
French Musician Best Known in the 

United States as Author of Musical 
Comedies Passes Away — Born in 

1842, He Gained a Recognized Place 
in Music and Was the Composer of 
Many Well-Known Woks, Both 
Seculer and Religious. 


PARIS, Aug. 19, 3 a. m.—Edmond Audran, 
the French composer, is dead. e 


on April 11, 1842. 


Audran was better known in the United 
States as the composer of the music for the 81 


opera La Mascot than by any of his 
other works. He was born at Lyons on 
April 11, 1842. He entered the Niedermeyer 
School in 1856, where he obtained several 
prizes. Im 1881 he followed his father to 
Marseilles, where he became choirmaster at 
the Church of St. Joseph. About that time 
he composed several comic operas, among 


them The Bear and the Pascha,“ adapted 


from a vaudeville by Scribe, 1862; Cher- 
cheuse d Esprit,“ 1864; Nivernaise, 1866; 
The Little Poucet, 1868, 

In 1881 Audran went to Paris and wrote 
the music for several comic operas. Chival 
and Duru became colaborators with him 
about that time, and together they produced 
“ The t, which became so popular in 
this country, and which was first presented 
in 1881. The Great Mogul, 1883; The 


Paradise of Mahomet,” 1887; and several 


others were produced by the trio. Audran 


also composed the music for Miss Helyett,”’ 


an opera in three acts. In 1893 he composed 
an elaborate mass, which was sung an Mar- 
ceilles and at Paris.

‘Incline to the View That Motorman 
Bowman Was Not Responsible for 
the Forty-seventh street Grade 
‘Crossing Horror — Another Woman 
Dies, Bringing the List of Fatalities 
"Up te Five—Ceroner Says He Will 
Make a Searching Investigation. 


A broken brake rod is said to have caused 
the’ accident on the Forty-seventh street 
line of the Chicago City railway on Saturday 
night, in which five persons were killed and 
fourteen injured. Officials of the company 
after an examination of the wrecked car 
say they can find no other reason why Mo- 
torman P. H. Bowman was unable to prevent 
his car from crashing into the Pennsylvania 


While Bowman was unable to make an 
extended statement of the · aceident the few 
questions answered by him developed that 
when about forty feet from the gates he shut 
off the power and the brake prepar- 
story to applying it. Fifteen feet from the 
gates he attempted to stop the car. The 
brake, which was of the lever pattern, failed 
to work. He attempted to apply the reverse 
power, but was too late. 


| Another Victim Dies. 

One more person died as a result of injuries 
received in the accident. Kate Frahar, who 
suffered a compound fracture of the thigh, 
expired in Provident Hospital early yester- 
day morning after her leg had been ampu- 
tated. The body was removed to the home 


of her sister at 3411 Charlton avenue, where 
the funeral will be held today.

A policeman from the Stock-Yards Police 
Station is in constant attendance, the injured 
man being under arrest. : 

The inquest over the bodies of those killed 
in the accident will be begun this morning. 
A jury will view the bodies, testimony will 
be heard, and an adjournment taken until 
Motorman’ Bowman is able to appear and 
give his version of the affair. Both street 
railway officials and Coroner Treager regard 
his testimony as the most important to a 
clearing up of the causes and a fixing of the 
full blame for the accident. 

Instructions have been given,” said Cor- 
oner Traeger, that a searching investiga- 
tion be made Into the cause of the deplorable 
accident. No haste will be made, and ample 
time I be given all parties to introduce all 
the testimony desired.” 


Many Reckless Motormen. 

The failure of the ‘motorman to p t 
the accident calls attention to the reckless- 
ness of hundreds of métormen, who permit 
their cars to run at a fast rate of speed 
until within a few feet of railroads or bridges 
over tife Chicago River. While the Chicago 
City railway contends that the wrecked car 
was not going at a speed greater than seven 
miles an hour, some of the injured say its 
speed was nearer ten miles. 

It is a rule of the company that all cars 
come to a full ston before crossing railroads 
or bridges. There is no city ordinance ap- 
plicable to the case, although all street rail- 
way companies in the city follow the same 
rule. In addition, conductors are required 
to go ahead of the cars, and after learning 
that the track is clear signal to the motor- 


man. 

“We are satisfied that the accident was 
caused by a broken brake rod,“ said M. B. 
Starring, General Counsel of the Chicago 
City railway company. An examination 
of the wrecked car proves this almost beyond 
a doubt.“ 

With the exception of Kate Frahar, who 
died, those injured in the accident were 
reported last evening to bé out of danger. 


OLD SOLDIER MAY COMBAT 
CIGARET LICENSE. 
M. W. Dice, Civil War Veteran, Con- 
tends That He Is Exempt and Says 
He wil Sue the City. 


M. W. Diffiey, cigar dealer and head of the 
local association of retail tobacconists, an- 
nounces that he intends to take advantage 
of the law permitting veterans of the civil 
war to peddle without a license. Mr. Diffley 
paid the city $300 on July 1 for the right to 
sell cigarettes in his three stores, and, being 
an old soldier, he contends he should have 
been exempt, and proposes to bring suit to 
recover the money from the city. 

Corporation Counsel Walker is of the opin- 
ion that the suit will be unavailing. He holds 
that “ hawking and peddling ”’ is one thing 
and selling goods from a fixed location an- 
other.

Paderewski’s opera, Manru,“ was pub- 
lished simultaneously. in London and New 
York last week. It was placed upon the 
stage last spring and has been performed in 
Dresden, Lemberg, and Cracow, but the de- 
scription of its contents has been meager. 

The libretto has been translated into Eng- 
lish in the published version, hence it is now 
possible to relate its story with a good deal 
of detail, as well as to give as much of an 
idea of the music itself as can be gained 
without a stage hearing of it. That stage 
presentation of it will be made by M. Maurice 
Grau and his operatic forces before the sea~- 
son’s end. ) 

„ Manru” is a gypsy opera. The book is 
as ‘old-fashioned as if Wagner had never 
lived, and, though Mr. Paderewski develops 
his score out of t hemes to which he undoubt- 
edly attaches definite meanings, he seems to 
be continually forgetting himself and writ- 
ing in the old manner of music for music's 
sake. It is virtuoso music—an extended 
vocal and instrumental rhapsody, full of 
local color and pulsating with passion. The 
story illustrates the irrepressible desire on 
the part of the gypsy to lead a nomadic 
life. | 
Manru has won the love of a fair Galician 
maiden, Ulana, and married her gypsy fash- 
ion. After a space she returns to her native 
village among the Tatra Mountains to seek 
her mother’s forgiveness and help. She re- 
ceives instead the contumely of the villagers 
and a mother’s curse. Her former friends 
taunt her with a song which tells of the in- 


constancy of all gypsies under the influence | — 


of the full moon. a 

Having already observed signs of uneasi- 
ness in her husband, Ulana seeks the help of 
Urok, a dwarf, who has the reputation of 
being a sorcerer, and who loves her. From 
him she obtains à magic draft, and by its 
aid wins Manru back to her side for a time. 
Alone among the mountains, however, the 
baleful influence of the moon, the charm of 
gypsy music, and the fascinations of a gypsy 
maiden break down his better resolutions and 
he rejoins his black-blooded companions. 

Oros, the gypsy chief, himself in love with 
the maiden, Asa, opposes Manru’s rehabilita- 
tion in the band, but through the influence 
of Jagu, a gypsy fiddler, is overruled, and 
Manru is made chief in Oros’ stead. Oros 
takes his revenge by hurling his successful 
rival down a precipice a moment after the 
distraught Ulana has drowned herself in a 
mountain lake. 

There are three acts in the opera, and, so 
far as the stage picture is concerned, only 
one scene in each. The scenes are wild and 
picturesque, and the composer’s friends will 
be pleased to know that they are copied 
from nature and represent the vicinage of 
his Galician estate. 

The raising of the curtain on the first act 
discloses part of a villege Among the Tatra 
Mountains. The sun is setting as the 
villagers prepare the dancing green between 
the peasants’ huts for the harvest home 
festival. Mr. Paderewski puts on a dash of 
Slavic color at once. There is no overturea 
but an oboe intones a melody marked by the 
intervallic peculiarity which the composer 
emphasized in his Polish Fantasia—the in- 
terval of an augmented, or superfluous sec- 
ond, as musicians have called it. (F sharp— 
E fiat). 

This theme is utilized throughout the entire 
first act in its rhythmical structure to char- 
acterize the merrymaking of the villagers. 
Its melodic melancholy tinctures the song in 
which Hedwig, the mother of Ulana, bewails 
the loss of her daughter to the gypsy—a song 
which capitally neproduces the folk-tone in 
words and music: | : :

The controversy has not been without its 
good results. On Wednesday last a negro, 
eharged with criminal! assault, was arrested 
at Sardis, Miss. ‘The next day a mob gath- 
ered and demanded him from the Sheriff. 
The latter warned the mob he would defend 
the prisoner with his life, and a posse of 
fifteen good citizens yolunteeted to stand by 
him. As it looked as if the Sheriff might 
‘be overpowered, he telegraphed the“ Gov- 
ernor for help, and it was sent promptly, 
and the prisoner was removed to the peni- 
tentiary. At Tuscaloosa, Ala., on the same 
day, the Sheriff and a little handful of 
guards drove off a mob of lynchers with 
shotguns, and at Charlotte, N. C., a day 
or two before this, the Sheriff, with his depu- 
ties, performed a similar feat. Tun Tris- 
ung already has commented upon the pluck 
of the South Carolina Sheriff, who notified 
the Governor, when the latter offered him 
the aid of troops, that he had the prisoner 
in jail, that he proposed to keep him there, 


hurt: No one has interfered. 

In this increasing show of backbone by 
Sheriffs there is hope for discouragement 
of the lynching spirit in the Bouth and re- 
vival of respect for law. The majority of 
lynchings take place either because Sheriffs 
have sympathized with the mob or because 
they are afraid of. it. When men are elected 
who have clear ideas of the extent to which 
they can go in suppressing mob violence, and 
who have grit to go to that extent, and 
when Governors make Sheriffs understand 
that the State will hold them responsible for 
the enforcement of the law, lynchings will 
become unpopuler in the Soutb as well us 
in the North, because they will become dan- 


gerous to@hose engaged. The mob is always

THE GRADE CROSSING ACCIDENT. 
The accident in which a Forty-seventh 
street electric car dashed into a Fort Wayne 
passenger train on Saturday evening adds 
four killed and fourteen injured to the Jong 
list of grade crossing victims in Chicago. 
Back of any and all other causes for the ac: 
cident lies the fact that the crossing is at 
grude and is notoriously dangerous. It is 
true that every possible precaution seem 
to have been observed to prevent accidents 
at this place, and no biame attaches to the 
railway employés or to the crossing guard, 
but if the tracks had been elevated a easual- 
ty wund have been impossible. 

The disaster is only one more demonstra- 
tion of the fact that nothing except the 
elimination of the element of human falli- 
bility ean prevent the sacrifice of life where 
one track crosses another. In this case the 
man who made the fatal error was the 
motorman. He thought he could run at a 
high speed to within a few yards of the 
crossing and then depend upon his brakes

GARBAGE IN THE NINETEENTH. 
‘The Nineteenth Ward Improvement asso- 
ciation seemed to be puch in earnest when 
it met last week and denounced the present 
hods of leaving the streets uncleaned 
and the garbage boxes unemptied. The 


ot the conditions complained of is an in- 
sufficiency of municipal funds. : 

Whatever the cause may be, it is evident 
that the difficulty exists. Any citizen may 
take the South Halsted car, alight near 
Twelfth street; and see for himself the filthy 
streets and the overflowing garbage boxes 
that are the most salient features of the dis- 
trict. Or he may read report of the 
‘City Homes association and observe the sta- 
tistics and the commentary there presented. 
‘He will find that in the districts the asso- 
ciation examined, by no means the worst 
in the city, the number of garbage boxes 
is half the number of the houses, This, in 
itseif, is bad enough. But even of this in- 
sufficient number two-thirds are broken, and 
their being broken means that their con- 
tents escape and spread themselves over the 
street. 

The result is, immediately, nausea, and, 
ultimately, a possibility of typhoid fever. 
Especially is this the case when the boxes 
are placed on the sidewalk. Then the chil- 
dren use them aa.playhouses and, in the hot 
evenings, when to stay indoors is intolerable, 
sleep on them. The boxes seem altogether 
too numerous when they are employed in 
this way, but for their real purpose they are 
far too few. In a certain block there are 
26 garbage boxes to 917 inhabitants; in an- 
other block the figures are 9 to 375; in still 
another, 77 to 2,827. The problem is suffi- 
ciently serious. The Nineteenth Ward asso- 
ciation has not begun work too soon. 

Meanwhile it is interesting to notice what 
progress the city is making in dealing with 
the question. In the new official “ City of 
Chicago Statistics it appears that in Jan- 
uary 125,000 cubic yards of garbage was re- 
moved; in February, 108,000; in March, 
122,000; in April, 128,000; in May, 114,000; 
in June, 98,000; and as the operations of 
the city government are now still further 
restricted by want of funds it is probable 
that the present rate of removal is even less 
than that of June. In other words, the city 
has never removed garbage as fast as it 
accumulated, and now bad has become 
worse. But the figures mean little to one 
who has not seen the facts on which the

Coffee is not tea and Porto Rico is not

little more than a century ago. The latter 
got rid of the objectionable tea by violent 
methods. The Porto Ricans have been able 
to get rid of some objectionable cargoes of 
coffee without throwing it overboard. 

_ Coffee-growing is a Porto Rico industry. 
When a number.of bags of Brazilian cof- 
fee were shipped to the island recently great 


for $7 a ton, while the home grown article 
brings from $10 to $12, It was feared that 
the former if admitted would undersell the 
latter and deprive its growers of their home 
market. Hence indignation meetings were 
held at many places and it wag resolved to 
boycott every merchant who should sell the 
Brazilian berry. These threats were effec- 
tive. The offensive coffee has been shipped 
back to New York and the merchants have 
signed a non-importation agreement. 
While the much-abused Foraker law was 
in force there was a duty of 5 cents a 
pound on all coffee imported inte Porto 
Rico.

Rico was proclaimed, to the great joy of 
the Porto Ricans, the coffee duty came to 
an end, for that article is on the United 
States tariff free list.
